should be so indifferent to protection 
from foreign insect'pests, when it is 
known that they annually destroy 
crops worth several millions of dol- 
lars. According to the last census re- 
port the yearly valuation of fruits, 
berries and nuts In Massachusetts i* 
$2.800.000: 25 per cent, or $712.000 
^ 


worth of this amount is destroyed by j ttte 
injurious insects. These pests come ! i*t • 
from abroad principally in plants, food 
and clothing, or in packing materials. 
The brown-tail moth is supposed to 
have come on some plants brought by 
a nurseryman. 
By such means have 


also eoine many other insect enemies, 
such aS the buffalo bug and the Hes- 
sian fly. the most destructive to grain 
of ail insects in this country. Along 
our southern border in Florida and 
Mexico very injurious insects to the
